bonds have been sold here through 
unsuspecting hank clerks or accom­ 
plices of the bond thieves. 


W arrants have been issued for 2P> 
men. including several hank clerks 
and automobile salesmen in St. Paul, 
hut only two of them have been a r­ 
rested up to early today. 


The four “big m en ” sought in con­ 
nection with the bond theft had dis­ 
appeared when federal agents were o r­ 
dered to round them up early today, 
according to W. J. Maries, postal in­ 
spector in charge in this district. 


Investigation during the last three 
weeks, according to Maries, has re­ 
vealed quite a num ber of bank clerks 
were cooperating in the scheme to dis­ 
pose of the stolen bonds here. 
Bank 
clerks were used by the illegal hold­ 
ers of the bonds to install confidence 
in the prospective buyers.

He claimed 
it w'as in accordance with the Boose 
velt principle of 1912 for the recall of 
judges’ decisions. 
Popular election of the judiciary, 
which is a plan long advocated by 
union labor, will not remedy the sit 
nation, he said.

THERE is a gwxl deal of high-sounding I alk toy same enthusi­ 
astic theorists who, in urging world peace, good fellowship, and 
interchange of commerce, declare that the United States is abso­ 
lutely dependent upon Europe for its prosperity and future suc­ 
cess. To the avei age citizen, (his grandiloquent style of talk 'bord­ 
ers very close on the line of buncomb, and a very little of that sort 
of thing goes a long way with him. 
A'S a matter of fat t, if there is any one country that could 
get along very well by being cut off from the rest of the world, 
ihat country is America. If by force of circumstances it would be 
obliged to isolate itself from the rest of the world socially, polit i­ 
cally, commercially, financially and in other ways, it -would pull 
through in some way. That could be depended upon. This is em­ 
inently -a self-reliant and self-supporting country, a real empire 
unto 'itself, and it would undoubtedly soon accommodate itself to 
its new conditions and environments-—but that is not so with 
Europe and Asia. 
It is because we feel thoroughly satisfied with these facts, 
which (Should he apparent to all, that when threats arc held over 
the heads of American citizens that they must cancel the European 
debts, take mandates over struggling small countries, make further 
European loans, and all that sort of thing, or else we will go down 
with the rest, that we cant help but feel that those making such 
■threats don’t know what they are talking about, to say the least. 
If these theorizing popk? who are expressing so much grave 
concern over the future of our country would toe a little more 
practical instead cf seeing visions, would read more for practical 
information, and carefully investigate conditions 
and 
circum­ 
stances, and do some rational thinking before giving wings to idle 
wol ds end lofty phrases that may confuse for awhile hut do not 
convince, they would be doing a real serv ice to their country and 
their countrymen.

OI K 5 0 VERN.WEIST TAXES 


It i s a very common thing f or those who criticize the Repub­ 
lican administration to complain that the people are still struggling 
under i heavy burden of taxat'.Ym, despite the promises of the Re­ 
publicans to lighten it. It cannet be denied that faxes are much 
higher than in pre-war days, and they undoubtedly will remain 
so for some time. 
It is also tine, however, that the running expenses of the gov­ 
ernment are rapidly getting back to the pre-war figures, tout other 
expenses, growing out of the war, have nearly doubled the former 
■annual expenditures. 
The interest on the public debt is about a 
billion a year, the sinking fund is a quarter of a billion, and an­ 
nual payments #cr various forms of soldier 'relief amount to al­ 
most half a billian, and those items cannot toe quickly reduced, no 
matter what program af economy is put into effect. 
The Republican Congress last year enacted an internal rev­ 
enue law that took about $800,000 a year from the general tax 
burden, and the retrenchment that has since been put into effect 
should make further reductions possible in the near future. The 
total appropriations actually reported from the House committee 
are $475,000,000 less than all the estimates sent to Congress. 
That moans a direct saving to the tax payers of thai huge sum, 
for every dollar cf it would have had to be raised in taxes. 


CAUSE OF INCREASING LIVING MISTS 


F r o m the report of the joint Congressional Commission on 
Agricultural Inquiry, recently made public, we have that in the 
opinion of the Commission a principal cause for increasing living 
costs in the United States is the “unwieldy system of marketing 
and distributing commodities, including relatively inefficient means 
and uneconomical methods coupled with wasteful practices on the 
part of the public. It now costs more to distribute and serve than 
to produce, it is -asserted. Commodity values are lost in a mass 
of service costs and the time has come for a consideration of the 
fundamental problem of the economic distribution of the essen­ 
tials of living, declares Chairman Sidney Anderson, a Minnesota 
Congressman.

Japan's “Seven Gods of Good Luck” 
are a clan of deities from which phi­ 
losophy, religion and superstition have 
borrowed much of their origin. 
They are a queer set of deities, 
swept together from many incongruous 
sources—Japanese Shintoism, Chinese 
Taoism, Indian buddhism and b ra h ­ 
manism. 
Orientals ult, but cosmopoli­ 
tan Orientals! 
They comprise, to give them their 
fir ii names, bhisti, Dalkoku, benten, 
Fuburopuju, 
bushamon, 
Jurijin 
and 
Hotel. 
A filii discussion of their origin and 
attributes would doubtless reveal bow 
slender a tm sis tile modern popularity 
of these divinities has been reared on. 
Their union in <me group is the result 
of 
notiiing 
more 
recondite 
than 
popular ignorance and confusion of 
ideas. 
They themselves never chose 
to he thus united. They reign in un 
ideal state, for they have no king or 
even spokesman among them. 
Col­ 
lectively they command perennial, per­ 
petual and everlasting interest. 
Indi­ 
vidually they celebrate their own festi­ 
vals and each can boast of an entirely 
different group in his train of dev­ 
otees. 
o n Dalkoku’s birthday a few of ids 
disciples will worship at his shrine at 
Azabu and in Osaka, 
It seems so 
strange to say “a few,” for of all the 
gods in the cycle of Japanese mythol­ 
ogy, in tills material age. Dalkoku, the 
god of wealth, should find greatest 
favor! but perhaps he has not proved 
himself to he gracious to suppliants( 
Perhaps efficacious Influences have not 
been felt In result of worship at ids 
shrines—or Is it that even he, the god 
of wealth, lins failed to live up to the 
extravagant standard our present-day 
civilization has set as a basis to con­ 
tentment? 
Dalkoku Is a Hindu and a buddhist. 
The word "Dalkoku” means “great 
blackness,” and when fie first came 
to Japan be was a god of physique and 
frightful aspect with a face as black 
as 
night. 
Since 
his 
naturalization 
Dalkoku bas thrown off some of ids 
native characteristics and tuts adopted 
ti new mode of living, the cldef of ills 
models being Okukikusldnomokoto, a 
famous god in tile mythology of Japan. 
In the old records this god was 
represented carrying a large bag on 
his shoulders. As there Is a similarity 
ogy, In tills material age, Dalkoku, the 
Japanese people somehow mixed up 
the two characters and molded them 
into one perfect deity who combines 
the good points of both. 
Maklmln 
(Sanscrit) was tile original mime by 
which Im* was known In India, where 
Ii** was feared iis god of destruction. 
His Immigration to Japan has changed 
his Incarnation to that of wealth and 
plenty. 
Ile stands or sits on. three hales of 
rice, having in one hand the nsudemV 
ko/.uchi or tin* lucky hammer from 
which lie can produce anything in tin* 
world Ii*' chooses to, from a palace 
down to gold or silver, limn or beast ! 
II** carries on Ills hack ii hag full of 
treasures of all sorts, while ruts ar*1 
his earthly messengers and oftentimes 
Ii*' is represented with one on either 
side of Ti 11 n. waiting to do his bidding. 
Dalkoku Is generally coupled with 
bhisti, the god of tradesmen. 
Though 
they are of totally 
different birth. 
race, religion, etc., they have been 
linked together and one seldom set's 
the one without the other in close 
propinquity. Although Diakoku is not 
a 
god 
to whose shrine 
worshipers 
flock, ids popularity is told by the 
number of 
metallic 
Images 
of 
his 
divinity which are bought and carried 
as amulets by people seeking wealth. 
Simi! we test tills Jovial little man’s 
powers? Go to his shrine and beseech 
him to command a shower of gold, or 
carry Ills Image in our pocket and see 
if we find It gold-lined by night? 
We are snobs—all of us—of on*' 
kind or another. “We don’t care for 
money," say some haughtily, having 
none. 
“I don't know how to spend my 
money,” complains a millionaire. 
It’s 
P aikoku’s turn to speak and if he but 
could la* would strip the world of Its 
snobbism and no doubt reveal a race 
of human beings all alike In their 
allegiance to him, tile god of wealth!
